Tn 1869 & mau came tothis city from Pana-

Le 
gavethe name of Thomas Stevens, and rep- 
tesented himself to be the agent of the Royal 
line, and succeeded in obtaining from a firm 
here $2,500, All at opce he disappeared, 
ind bie fdme followed close ab'ins bee!s. The 
mi'd-mannered, plausible and insinuating old 
man was no agent, but a notorious English 
torger—a man educated for the ministry, buat 
who took to a career of crime.as if by uatural 
gravitation. Of course when his true char- 
acter was made known the firm which had 
paid him $2,600 began to be solicitous about 
the safety of their invesatmeut and anxious to 
see Sieveus again. He bad swindled people 
in London, Australia, and Panama, and they 
feared he intended also to swindle them. 
The case was intrusted to Cupt. Lees; and 
the result was that Sievens was brought back 
from New York, which place be bed reached 
by‘overland stage. Returned to this city he 
was indicted for stealing a sum of money from 
#& woman and her daughter, who gave. it to 
him to purchase them a passage ticket on 
one’ of the Panama steamers, Strenuous 
efforts were made to save Stevens, but te 
was convicted and sentenced to the State 
Prison for the term of three years. He serv- 
ed out bis fall term, and on being released re 
turned at once to the practice of bis profession, 
Makiog bis way to Virginia City, he defraad- 
éd some persons there out of $500, and then 
made bis exit and appeared again

In that city Stevens procured favorable, in- 
troductions to prominent officials and leading 
business men, and success crowned bis efforts. 
He exhibited a ‘bank account” with the 
London and San Francisco Bunk, showiog a 
large balance in his favor; drew a-drafc on 
Wells, Fargo & Co., for $1,200, and another 
on the Bank of British Columbia for 61,000, 
and hastened towards the wilds of Cariboo. 
Bat, he was overtaken, arrested aad brought 
back to Victoria for trial. Captain Lees bas 
sent. to the au:horities of Victoria a full 
record ot Stevens’ career and of bis trial and 
conviction in this city, which the distingished 
“capitalist’’ will not be pleased to see or 
hear read.

“NEW ZEALAND. 


The New Zealand Jleruld (Auckland), of 
July 12th, says that the Dunedia police bave 
struck, on account of reduction of pay.

The total 
value of imports for the colony last quarter 
was £1,219,497, of which £265,994 is set 
down for the port of Auckland, a.d £8,360 
for the port of Thames. The total value of 
exports was £2,411.787, of which Auckland 
contributed £198,889. The Hokianga im- 

| ports were £2,049, and exports £1,148. 

Auckland exported £118 382 worth of gold, 
£27,980 worth of gum, £2,351 worth of 
leather, £1,153 worth of flax, £4,900 worth of 
silver, £1,153 worth of tallow, £1,873 wortb 
of sawn timber, £22,813 worth of wool, £616 
worth of cordage, £658 worth of hides, aud 
£282 worth of soap. 

On the 28th May, a grand ball was given 
by the Volupteer officers, in commemoration 
of the Queen’s birthday, at the Drill-shed, 
Prince's street. Ths shed was beautifully 
fied ap with flags and evergreens, and pre- 
sented quite brilliant appearance. About 
one buaodred and fifty couples were present. 

The schooner Aigo was lost off Omaha on 
the night of April 27th. 

The Hawke’s Bay Herald's Clyde corres- 
pondent writes, under date ot May 3ist: The 
missing expedition of Capt. Ferris bas at last 
turned up, after traveling over tract of coun- 
try cot to be surpassed in difficulty, each man 
being compelled to carry a large allowance 
of rations in addition to his arms, accoutre- 
ments, ctc. 

On the 25th of May, a chief of the Arawas, 
named Pokahi, was presented by his excel- 
lency the Governor with one of the swords 
ordered by her Majesty to be given in ac- 
knowledgment of services rendered by native 
chiefs of New Zealand. 

We hear of a siice of unwonted good for- 
tune baving befallen an Aukland settler, such 
as does not often fall to the lot of colonists. 
This lucky individual, who bas been living 
at the Bay of Isiands, hag just received notice 
from England that he is the’ poasessor of 
£300.000. 

The 1 geod of gold exported from New 
Zealand, cp to the 3lst of March, 1872, was 
6,427,875 ounces, worth £25,961,021, These 
figures are highly suggestive of the richness 
and extent of our gold fields. We may add 
that our quartz mining is only in its infancy. 

A very disastrous fire occurred at Timaru 
on the morning of the l4tb of May. The

The speech announced that oo the 26th alt 
Sir James Martino, on bebalf of bimseif aod 
colleagues, placed’ their resignation in ‘the 
bands of his Excellency; but that they had 
consented to remain in office for the purpose 
of performing thé business necessary for the 
opening of Parliament, and for obtuining the 
supplies to carry on the Government during 
the period requ'red for the Ministerial elec- 
tions, His. Excellency coogratulated the 
Parliament and the coontry on the state of 
the public fioances. The reventie bas in- 
creased very largely durring the frat four 
months of the present year, being £79,000 in 
excess of the like term Inst year, and ther 
is good reagon for believing that during the 
remainder of the year that rate cf idcrease’ 
will not only be maintained, bat will be ex- 
ceeded. Sir James Martia moved the sdop- 
tion Of an address fn reply to his Excellency’s 
speech, and ja.the coarse,of bis, remarks in 
support of the motion, stated that Wélliam 
Forster had been entrusted with the task of 
forming ® new adasinistration. Henry Par- 
ker, however, moved an amendment to the 
address. The debate bas not yet been con- 
claded. :

Parliament ‘was opened on the 30th of 
April. The speech of his Exceliency the Gov- 
ernor proposed that an address sbould be 
sent to the Queen, offering the congratula~ 
tions of the Legislature to ber Majesty oa the 
recovery of H RH. the Prince of Wales. It 
contained a promise that a bill should be 
introduced, called the Royal Mines Bill,'the 
object of which will be to-regulate miaing 
upon private property, to provide-for, the in- 
spection of mites, acd to guard frgaifist acci- 
dent in the working of mines.
